At the end of the ARSG meeting at the PLC, we set 3 discussion topics for Feb. 4: 

1) Which waters? 

2) Funding for passive treatment pilot? 

3) Land Status (ownership) adjacent to each adit. 

This certainly seems like a full load for one meeting. But in addition, it seems part of the 
discussion about "which waters" also needs to include what the goal is.
